SPRINGFIELD ULP»—State Rep. 
Paul Powell said a Friday meeting 
of downstate Democratic national 
convention delegates turned up 
new support for New York Gov. 
Averell Harriman, with Adlai E. 
Stevenson holding his own and Mis­ 
souri Sen. Stuart Symington losing 
ground. 
Powell, Vienna Democrat, called 
the meeting and those present in­ 
cluded ex-Gov. John Stelle and for­ 
mer U. S. Sen. Scott W. Lucas, both 
of whom oppose Stevenson’s bid 
for the party’s presidential nomi­ 
nation. 
Powell said Harriman “had more 
support” at the meeting than he 
did at a similar gathering two 
months ago which was called by 
Stelle and Lucas. 
A statement issued after the first 
meeting expressed strong sentiment 
for Symington and completely ig­ 
nored native son Stevenson 
The Illinois Democratic Organ­ 
ization, headed by Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, supports Steven­ 
son. Powell said he had heard '‘in­ 
directly” that the organization was 
not happy with his calling a meet­ 
ing of downstate delegates before 
the regular delegation caucus. 
At least three Stevenson support­ 
ers among the downstate delegates 
stayed away from the meeting. 
They were V. Y. Dallman, editor 
of the Illinois State Register, Rich­ 
ard G. Hershey, Taylorville, and 
James Drew, Springfield. 
Powell said Harriman’s new sup­ 
port resulted from an appearance 
he made at Champaign earlier this 
week. He said Harriman indicated 


to delegates and legislators who 
met him at Champaign that he was 
more of a “Roosevelt-Truman Dem­ 
ocrat” than Stevenson and that this 
would help Harriman in Illinois.

“I might 
just cast my little old half vote 
at the convention for Truman.”

Glass Fiber Fabrics 
Suited For Curtains 


Glass fiber fabrics are particu­ 
larly well suited for curtains and 
draperies, but finishing processes 
still need to be perfected. 


If the fabric is not processed, 
the yarns cut themselves and break 
and the fabric becomes fuzzy. The 
finishing process helps to prevent 
the rough, tough yarns from rub­ 
bing over each other and break­ 
ing excessively, but it doesn t en­ 
tirely prevent it. 


Although manufacturers are im­ 
proving processing techniques, they 
have not yet been perfected. When 
this problem is overcome, glass 
fiber fabric will be one of the best 
for curtains and draperies. 


The greatest advantage of this 
fiber is its alength. When made 
into curtains or draperies, 
the 
fibers don’t sag or stretch. 
They 
won t burn, and they aren’t affect­ 
ed by sunlight, making them suit­ 
able for outdoor purposes or cur­ 
tains. 


These fibers are non-absorbent 
and they will not mildew or at­ 
tract moths. These characteristics 
make them particularly useful for 
shade, decoration and protection 
on porches and terraces. 
Because of its roughness and in­ 
elasticity, glass fiber fabric is poor 
for clothing, but these same fac­ 
tors make it good for curtains and 
draperies.
